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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 requires "determining a distance to an object in each of three or more 
mutually different directions" in addition to "calculating two or more inclination angles of 
the object relative to a reference line based on three or more range finding results." 
U.S. Patent No. 4,973,156 to Dainis teaches the calculation of distance in three 
directions (see figure 3 and accompanying text). However, Dainis does not teach the 
calculation of two ore more inclination angles from the distance measurements.
